INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SUNDAY SEPTEMBER 12, 2004 — 0800 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was moderate in the Southern California Area and light elsewhere.
Nationally, 86 new fires were reported. No new large fires were reported and no large fires were
contained nationally. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Alaska, Arizona,
California, ldaho, Montana, Nevada, Utah and Wyoming.

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS:

HURRICANE FRANCES, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). Mann's Area
Command Team is assigned to Tallahassee, FL. Kearney's Type 1 Incident Management is
assigned to the Jacksonville Naval Air Station (receiving and distribution). Vail's Type 1 Incident
Management Team is being assigned to Orlando, FL. Three Type 1 Incident Management Teams
(Studebaker, Oltrogge and Whitney) are staged in Marietta, GA. McComb’s Type 1 Incident
Management Team is staged in Atlanta, GA.

ALASKA AREA LARGE FIRES:

TAYLOR HIGHWAY COMPLEX, Alaska Division of Forestry, Tok Area. This complex, comprised
of the Billy Creek, Gardiner Creek, Chicken and Porcupine fires, is 35 miles northwest of Tok, AK
in black spruce and tundra. Minimal fire behavior was reported with creeping, smoldering and
isolated torching.

CAMP CREEK, Alaska Division of Forestry, Delta Area. This fire is 35 miles northeast of Delta
Junction, AK in black spruce and white spruce. Fire activity was minimal with smoldering,
creeping and backing. Heavy smoke was reported in the Gilles Creek drainage.

BLUFF, Lassen Volcanic National Park. A Fire Use Management Team (Weldon) is assigned.
This lightning-caused Wildland Fire Use (WFU) incident, is located ten miles northwest of Chester,
CA in timber, and is being managed to accomplish resource objectives. Interior pockets of heavy
fuels continue to smolder and burn.

MARBLE-JIM COMPLEX, Grand Canyon National Park. A Fire Use Management Team (Bird) is
assigned. This lightning-caused Wildland Fire Use (WFU) incident, previously reported as the
Marble Complex, is located eight miles northwest of the North Rim developed area in timber, and
is being managed to accomplish resource objectives. Fire activity increased with isolated torching
observed in fir thickets.
